SEASONAL ADJUSTMENT Seasonal adjustment is a means of removing the estimated effects of 

AND TREND ESTIMATION normal seasonal variation from a series so that the effects of other 
variations on that series can be more clearly recognised. This means that 
movements of seasonally adjusted estimates may not be reliable 
indicators of trend behaviour. Smoothing seasonally adjusted series 
produces a measure of the underlying trend by reducing the impact of 
the irregular component of the series. For an explanation of seasonal 
adjustment derivation, refer to the publication Seasonally Adjusted 
Indicators (Cat. no. 1308.0).

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS 


Employment in NSW fell by 0.3% in January 2001 to a seasonally 
adjusted figure of 3,015,600. National employment in January 2001 was 
9,083,200. 


Unemployment in NSW was a seasonally adjusted figure of 191,900 in 
January 2001. The unemployment rate remained steady at 6.0% in 
January 2001. The national unemployment rate was 6.7%, an increase of 
0.1 percentage points from December 2000. 


In NSW in November 2000 there were 9,200 working days lost due to 
industrial disputes, an increase of 73.6% on the working days lost in the 
previous month. Nationally there were 21,200 working days lost due to 
industrial disputes in November 2000. 


Coal production for December 2000 was 9,316,000 tonnes, a decrease of 
31.0% from the previous month. Nationally, there was 22,929,000 tonnes 
of coal produced. 


The seasonally adjusted number of new dwelling units approved for NSW 
in December 2000 decreased by 4.0% from the previous month to 

2,940 dwelling units. This was a decrease of 36.8% on the corresponding 
month of the previous year. Nationally, there were 10,440 new dwelling 
units, an increase of 4.5% from the previous month. 


In seasonally adjusted terms, total retail sales for NSW in December 2000 
was $4,406.2 million. This was an increase of 0.6% on the previous 
month. 


New motor vehicle registrations for NSW in seasonally adjusted terms in 
January 2001 decreased by 12.4% compared to the previous month to 
22,114 registrations. 


The seasonally adjusted value of housing finance commitments for owner 
occupation in NSW in December 2000 was $2,526 million, an increase of 
12.7% on the previous month and a decrease of 8.7% on December 
1999. 


The underlying General Government operating surplus for the six months 
ended 31 December 2000 was $586 million. The General Government 
Net Lending result for the six months ended 31 December 2000 was 
$585 million. 


The customs value of imports into NSW during December 2000 was 
$4,242 million, a decrease of 14.1% on November 2000. The value of 
exports (FOB) from NSW in December 2000 was $2,008 million, an 
increase of 1.7% over the same period. 
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MAIN FEATURES 


RETAIL In seasonally adjusted terms, total retail sales for NSW increased from 
$4,380.6 million in November 2000 to $4,406.2 million in December 
2000. Over this period there was no significant movement for any of the 
industry groups. Comparing December 1999 with December 2000, 
significant movements occurred for the Household good retailing 
(up 15.8% to $485.4 million) and the Recreational good retailing 
(up 11.2% to $208.1 million) industry groups. 


Nationally, in seasonally adjusted terms, total retail sales in December 
2000 was $12,778.9 million, up from the previous month's figure of 
$12,680.7 million. No significant movement occurred for any of the 
industry groups between November 2000 and December 2000, nor 
between December 1999 and December 2000. 


FINANCE The seasonally adjusted estimate for the value of housing finance in NSW 
was $2,526 million in December 2000, a rise of 12.7% from November 
2000 and an overall decrease of 8.7% since December 1999. Nationally, 
the seasonally adjusted value of lending commitments for housing finance 
rose by 11.2% to $6,037 million in December 2000 and was 8.6% lower 
than in December 1999. 


In original terms, total commitments in NSW in December 2000 fell by 
15.6% to $2,255 million, compared to December 1999. Over the same 
period, there were increases in commitments for re-financing of existing 
dwellings which rose by 3.9% to $431 million and commitments for the 
purchase of newly erected dwellings which rose 1.1% to $91 million. 
Commitments for the construction of dwellings decreased 49.5% to 
$139 million and commitments for the purchase of established dwellings 
fell by 15.8% to $1,594 million.
